Hughes Quotes Adamson to 


Effect That Legislation Is 
Hasty—Action of the Ad- 
minisration Is Styled a 
“Surrender to Force.’

Springfield, Ill, September 19.— 
Charles E. Hughes, addressing an audi- 


ence in the Arsenal here tonight, re- 


newed his attack on the administration 
for the passage of the Adamson law in 
the face of the threatened railroad 
strike. He discussed and called “futile” 
reasons advocated for its passage, quot- 
ed from President Wilson’s address to 
congress on the subject, challenged the 
statement of Representative Adamson 
that it was passed to meet an emergen- 
cy, and cited a declaration attributed to 
Grover Cleveland in support of the 
contention that the law was “a sar- 
render to force.” 
Hughes Attacks Adamson Bill. 

Mr. Hughes, after declaring that 
“the just interests of labor are the 
concern of all,” and asserting that he 
desired to see safe and wholesome con- 
ditions of work, adequate opportunities 
for education and recreation, reason- 
able hours of labor and fair wages, 
said in part: 

“The Adamson bill is a force bill. 
It was legislation without inquiry, 
without knowledge. The demand by 
the administration for such legislation 
as the price of peace was a humiliat- 
ing ‘apectacle. It was not only a seri- 
ous misuse of official power, but a 
deplorable abdication of moral au- 
thority. 

“The excuses presented are futile. 
The Adamson bill is not a bill pro- 
viding for an eight-hour work day. 
It does not fix hours at all. It reg- 
ulatés wages. What it does 
is to provide by law for an increase in 
wages for certain men. They may 
work just as long as~-before. They 
may work ten hours or more. They 
are simply te get more pay.” 

Mr. Hughes quoted the Adamson law, 
showing, he said, “in plain English’ 
that the men affected are not required 
to work fewer hours, but are to have 
ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, 
with additional pay for additional] 
hours. 

“We have words which may seem to 
mean one thing and in fact mean 
another,” the » candidate continued. 
“The phrase ‘eight-hour day’ is appar- 
ently used to tickle the publie ear in 
order to establish something quite 
different. . It is said for this bill 
that it will have a tendency to pro- 
cure an eight-hour day. That is ex- 
tremely doubtfulL . ... 

“This bill must be judged by what 
it provides, not by what it does not 
provide. It is nothing more than a 
measure to fix wages and as a measure 
to fix wages it must be judged. P 

“We are, therefore, not concerned 
with anything that is ‘said of the 
judgment of society with respect to an 
eight-hour work day. There is plainly 
no judgment of society upon the in. 
crease of wages this bill requires. 

“If the asserted judgment of society 
inspired it, why does the act apply 
only to a limited number of railroad 
men, relatively few?. The obvious 
fact is that there was a demand by 
certain men for an increase in their 
own wages, and the administration 
in advance of investigation sur- 
rendered to this demand.” 

Pointing out that the Adamson bill 
itself conceded that the subject was 
one requiring investigation, Mr. 

ughes ‘said that if there was any- 


_ahing requiring a careful inquiry it 


was “a proposition affecting readjust- 
ment either of rates or of expenses of 
carriers,” upon whose efficiency “the 
community depends.” He continued: 

“What is fair and right must be done, 
but what is fair and right must first be 
ascertained. When railroads are re- 
quired to expend additional millions, 
this burden must ultimately fall on 
the public. If expenses are necessarily 
increased beyond what existing rates 
will stand, the rates must be increased. 

“It was proposed in substance by the 
administration that increased rates 
should be charged to shippers so far 
as required to pay this increase of 
wages. Assurance was given that ‘no 
obstacle of law’ would ibe suffered to 
stand in the way of railroads in in- 
creasing their revenue to meet result- 
ing increased expenses so far as devel- 
opment of business,and if their ad-

NEW YORK MOBS 


For Courage Shown in Fighting 
| : | 
OVERPOWER POLI In Ranks of the Entente Allies 


Serious Rioting Marks the 
Transit Strike—Men Beat- 
en and Property Destroyed. 
Sympathetic Strike Likely. 


New York, September 19.—The most | 
serious rioting since the transit strike: 
in this city began two weeks ago Oc- 
curred tonight in various sections of 
Manhattan when attempts were made 
to run cars on the Forty-second and 
Fifty-ninth street cross-town surface 
lines. Mobs of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers stormed two car barns, over- 
powering the police and putting to 
flight all railway employees .in the 
vicinities. 

Several Men Beaten. 

Several motormen and conductors 
who had not joined the strike were 
beaten. Much property damage had 
been done before police reserves ar- 
rived. 

The police assert that the strikers 
took advantage of the fact that many 
policemen were detailed to polling 
booths in today’s primary election here, 
The strikers apparently planned their 
attacks, it wa’s said, as disorders oc- 
curred in many places at the same 
time. 

At Forty-second street and Broad- 
way, one of the busiest spots in the 
city, a crowd bombarded a car with 
stone. they had gathered from a sub- 
way excavation. 

The police reported late tonight that 
all surface cars had been ordered to 
the barns/for the rest of the night. 

Numerous arrests were made and 
many of the rioters were clubbed by 
the police. Several passengers were 
hurt by missiles. 

Later, the strikers attacked the ele- 


from housetops. Policemen then were 
stationed on the roofs along elevated 
routes. 

Great Sympathy Strike Probable. 


After a citizens’ committee had failed 
to effect a basis of settlement betweén 
the striking union car men and their 
employers here today it was announced 
tonight that apparently the only hope 
of averting a threatened sympathetic 
walkout of 700,000 workers, set for 
Friday, now les in a final appeal to 
be made to the labor leaders Thursday. 
The citizens’ committee probably will 
confer tomorrow with Mayor Mitchel 
and Oscar S. Straus, chairman of the 
public service commission, in an effort 
to find some solution of the problem. 

After a conference today with the 
mayor and Mr. Straus the committee 
visited Theodore P. Shonts, president 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit and 
the New York Railways company, and. 
it was said, proposed to him a plan fur 
the peaceable adjustment of the present

The proposal to eliminate the Jews 
from Episcopal prayers is based on 
the ground that it is an in’sult to class 
them with infidels and heretics. The 
purpose in striking out the Turks from 
the prayers is to avoid confusing them 
with Mohammedans. The prayer as 
proposed reads: 

“Have mercy upon all who know! 
as revealed in the gospel of! 
Thy son.” '

Sixteen-Cent Cotton 
Expected in Atlanta 


Spot Market Today| 


Market Closes Tuesday at 
15.80— Wise Ones Believe 
Price Will Not Stop at 16 
Cents, But Will Go Past 


17 Cents. 
| 


Sixteen cents for cotton! 
16 cents it may reach 17. 

The market has not reached that 
point here yet, but, according to the 
views of some cotton experts, and the 
general trend of the market, both local 
and foreign, 17 cents for the staple 
seems a decided probability. 

Tuesday the quotation on local spot 
cotton jumped 40 points to 15.80. And, 
a great many believe, the stunt will 


be repeated Wednesday. 

Then, there is a greatly increased 
movement in the cotton here. | Tuesday 
in Atlanta, 2,403 bales were received, 
1,461 bales shipped, and a total stock 
of 16,163 reported. Monday the fig- 
ures showed 1,398 bales received, 359 
bales shipped and a total stock of 15,- 
221 bales on hand. 

And not only in Atlanta is the spot 
market improved. In. other southern 
cities the rise is reported substantial. 
In New Orleans spot cotton gained 25 
points and the market closed steady. 
In Montgomery September cotton reach- 
ed 15.44, a new high record for that 
point, and there were 511 bales sold 
at this figure. In Huntsville spot cot- 
ton sold at 15.64, the highest level in 
many years; and in Mobile cotton went 
up $1.25 per bale, a jump of 25 points. 
Sales of 275 bales at this figure are 
reported. ’ 

The future markets, on the failure of 
southern offerings to increase, jumped 
31 points in both New Orleans and 
New York. This figure ia the gain in 
the December delivery. Other months 
are in keeping. 

It may be that cotton will not bring 
20 cents as was at first predicted, but 
if the crop falls short of the 20-cent 
mark it will rest at a level very near 
to that price.

WHITMAN PREFERRED. 
BY NY. PROGRESSIVES 


New York, September 19.—With re- 
turns from less than one-third of the 


night, Governor Charles S. Witman 
was leading Judge Samuel Seabury, 
democrat, for the progressive indorse- 
ment for governor. Only a fraction of 
the 46,000 enrolled progressives in the 


state voted, an average of only about 
four to a district. 

The progressive vote aroused more 
interest among. state and national 
leaders than any other feature of the 
primary, for it was regarded as giving 
some light on how the strength Of the 
party would ibe divided in the national 
election. A majority of the progres- 
sive leaders of the _ state supported 
Mr. Whitman’s candidacy. The leaders 
of the so-called insurgent wing who 
gave their aid to Judge Seabury pro- 
fessed to be more than satisfied with 
the result. 

In sixty-one up-state districts heard 
from: at midnight Seabury led Whit- 
man, but by less than 100 votes. 

The contest between former Con- 
gressman William M. Calder and Rob- 
ert Bacon, former ambassador to 
France, for the republican nomination 
for the United States senate, was the 
most closely contested in either the 
republican or democratic primary. With 
returns complete from 2,885 districts 
out of 5,719 in the state, Bacon had re- 
ceived 70,415 votes and Calder 67,251. 

William F. McCombs, former chair- 
man of the democratic national com- 
mittee, who was designated for the 
senatorial nomination by the unofficial 
democratic state convention, was lead- 
ing his opponent, Thomas F. Conway, 
a former lieutenant governor, by more 
than 2 to 1 at midnight. 

State Senator William M. Bennett, 
who opposed Governor Whitman for 
the republican nomination, had receiv- 
ed only 15,671 votes compared with 
87,696 for Whitman.

SIX HIGHWAY MEN 


In Desperate Encounter He 
Puts Negro Desperadoes to 
Flight, Wounding One Se- 
verely—Own Clothes Cut 
in Shreds. 


After a desperate hand-to-hand en- 
counter with six negro highwaymen, 
W. I. Nix, of 367 Greensferry avenue, 
succeeded in putting his assailants to 
flight at the corner of Greensferry ave- 
nue and Holderness street last night. 
The negroes secured $25 in cash and a 
small pocket knife. . 

Mr. Nix was returning to his home 
from work when the highwaymen at- 
tacked him. He drew his pocket knife 
and held them off for a time. He says 
that he cut four of them in the melee 
and is sure that he wounded one se- 
verely in the neck. 

They in turn struck him with Knives, 
but did not reach his body. They cut 
his clothes in many places, however. 
After they bed secured his money and 
had disarmed ..im, the negroes took to 
their heels, but they fired a fusillade 
of pistol shots at him as they ran 
away. Mr. Nix says that he counted 
as many as ten shots. 

As soon as he could do so, Mr. Nix 
reported the robbery to the police, and 
Officers Milan and Hornsby were as- 
signed to the case. Up to a late hour 
last night none of the robbers had been 
captured. 

The assailed man was unable to fur- 
nish a description of the robbers to the 
police, except of the one who grappled 
him most closely and whom he says he 
wounded in the neck. This was a dark- 
skinned negro, about 56 feet 8 inches 
in height, and weighed about 140 
pounds. Mr. Nix says he was bleeding 
profusely from the wound in his neck 
as he fled away. 

Nix is about 25 years old and is by 
no means a man of formidable appear- 
ance, but he put up such a good fight 
with the hold-up gang that it is very 
doubtful whether they will molest him 
again.

prison this year.

So, in order not to discriminate, the 
whites planned to use burnt cork in- 
stead of natural ebony, with the re- 
sult that there wa's rebellion in the 
ranks of the blacks.

Unofficial Reports Say That

The war chancellories at Berlin, Sofia 
and Vienna record victories for the Teu- 
tonic allies over the Rumanians in 
Transylvania and Dobrudja. In south- 
ern Transylvania, near Hatzeg, accord- 
ing to Berlin, the invading Rumanians 
have been repulsed and are being pur- 
sued by the Austro-Germans, while in 
Dobrudja, the new line formed by 
the Russians south of the Constanza 
railway and running from the Black 
sea to the Danube, has been penetrat- 
ed at some points and several villages 
captured. 


HARD FIGHTING 
IN MACEDONIA. 


In Macedonia hard fighting continues 
at various points, but with no impor- 
tant changes in positions reported. Two 
counter attacks by. the Bulgarians 
against the Serbians on the left wing 
were unsuccessful, according to Paris, 
while Sofia reports that attacks by 
Russians, French and Serbian troops 
on Bulgarian positions around Florina 


‘were répulsed, as likewise was an of- 


fensive west of Lake Ostrovo. Artil- 
lery engagements for the most part are 
going on along both the British and 
French sectors of the front. 


BEATEN BULGARS 
ALREADY FLEEING 
FROM MONASTIR 


London, September 19.—An Athens 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company says that information re- 
ceived there indicates that the Bulgars 
are beginning the evacuation of Mon- 
astir. It is said that the Bulgarian 
archives are being hastily transported 
to Uskub. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph from Saloniki dated Monday 
says: “The Serbian successes in the 
Florina region continue. They have 
captured Krushegrad, eight kilometers, 
and NeokKazi, ten kilometers northwest 
of Gornichevo, while the Serbian cav- 
alry has reached Rosna and is still ad- 
vancing.”’ 

Serbian troops in Macedonia, after a 
night of desperate fighting, developed 
a success yesterday, on the Kaimakca- 
lan range, north of Lake Ostrovo, says 
a Reuter dispatch from Saloniki today. 
At 10 o’clock at night they occupied 
the highest summit of the range, 2,500 
meters in height, which the Bulgarians 
had been ordered to defend to the last 
man. 

Bulgarian counter attacks were com- 
pletely repulsed, the dispatch adds, and 
the Serbian offensive is continuing suc- 
cessfully. 


COUNTER ATTACKS 
BY BULGARIANS. 


Paris, September 19.—The Bulgarians 
on the Macedonian front have made two 


counter-attacks against the Serbians, 
but gained no success, it was an- 
nounced officially here today. 

The Bulgarians and Germans have 
not attempted a cqunter-action against 
the French troops which captured 
Florina. There is no change on the 
Struma front. 

The official communication on the 
progress of operations in Macedonia 
given out this afternoon says: 

“There ha’s been no change on the 
Struma front. At the foot of Beles 
mountains Italian troops have engaged 
Bulgarian forces in spirited combats in 
the region of Poroj (west of Lake 
Doiran.) 

“On the Serbian front there have 
been violent artillery exchanges in 
which each side took part. Two Bul- 
garian counter-attacks in the sector of 
Vetrenik were repulsed by the fire of 
the Serbian cannon. 

“On our left wing the enemy has 
undertaken no counter-activities in the 
direction of Florina.”

Although there is a pause in the vio- 
lent infantry fighting in the Somme 
region of France, due to the inclement 
weather, heavy battles are in progress 
on the eastern front in Russia and in 
Galicia. 

Along the Stokhod river in Russia the 
Germans and Austro-Hungarians have 
taken the offensive against the Rus- 
sians and, according to Berlin, near 
Zarecze have crossed the river in pur- 
suit of their retreating foe and have 
captured 31 officers and 2,511 men and 
seventeen machine guns. Here four 
lines of Russian trenches were pene- 
trated by the Teutonic allies, says Vi- 
enna. 

In Galicia, a counter attack by the 
forces of the central powers along the 
Narayuvka river southeast of Lemberg 
brought a further success to thelr 
arms and resulted in the capture of 
an additional 4,200 men. 

In the Ludowa region of the Carpa- 
thians the Russians have gained* some 
new positions in the fighting among

GERMANS ADMIT By ae

The German attack in Champagne 
was made in the sector between souain 
and Somme-Py. ' : 

On the Somme front operations were 
hindered by bad weather.

“On the Somme front operations were 
interrupted by the bad _ weather, but 
during the night we made some pros- 
ress east of Berny, taking a number 
of prisoners. 

“A bombardment last night by the 
enemy upon our positions west and east 
of the road between Souan aind Somme- 
Py, reached its height in the evening 
and was followed by several German 
attacks, particularly along the Russian 
sector. Here five successive onslaughts 
were delivered. Everywhere our cur- 
tain of fire and the fire of our machine 
guns checked the enemy, whose losses 
were serious, Some prisoners remained 
in our hands. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
a German surprise attack upon one of 
our minor posts north of Davocourt, 
and two counter attacks upon the 
trenches on the southern slope of Le 
Mort Homme, occupied by us yesterday, 
resulted in complete failure. 

“West of Pont-a-Mousson a detach- 
ment of the enemy which was endeav- 
oring to take possession of our posi- 
tions north of Fleury, was dispersed by 
our infantry fire.” 

Owing to the bad weather, says the 
official communication issued tonight, 
nothing important has occurred except 
violent artillery activity on the Somme 
and Verdun fronts, and about Dixmude, 
in Belgium. 

The communication says: 

“Bad weather has hindered the opera- 
tions on the greater part of the front. 
There is nothing to report except con- 
siderable artillery activity on both 
banks of the Somme and on the right 
bank of the Meuse in the sector of 
Fleury-Vaux Chapitre.”

Blood ‘fs Costliest 
Of All Treasures, 


Says Crown Prince 


Kaiser’s Son Says He Strives 
to Achieve Results With 
Least Sacrifice — Tries to 
Keep in Personal Touch 
With Troops. 


Berlin, September 19,—(Via London.) 
The personal human side of Crown 
Prince Frederick William is portrayed 
in an unusual way by Karl Rosner in 
The Lokal Anzeiger in the course of a 
description of an auto ride Rosner had 
with the crown prince recently. 

As a long column of soldiers passed 
the automobile on their way from the 
front to reserve positions, the crown 
prince, as far as was possible, greeted 
each of the soldiers personally. He re- 
minded the correspondent of the time 
when he had only the Argonne army 
and said he had made it his business 
to know each private personally, if 
possible. Shortly after he received 
charge of an entire army group the 
crown princess in Berlin visited a hos- 
pital and found one of the prince’s old 
troopers wounded. In conversation 
with him the crown princess asked if 
the soldier knew the crown prince, and 
réceived the following answer: “Yes, 
indeed. The crown prince is often with 
us in the trenches. But if I may be 
permitted to make a suggestion, Frau 
Kronprinzessin, tell your husband he 
ought not to come there.” 

The crown prince, according to Ros- 
ner, followed up the story with the fol- 
lowing comment: “My wife sent me 
the message all right, though it did not 
do much good.. You see, here, with the 
huge numbers of men that are under 
me I cannot come into a <lose personal 
touch with the individual as I would 
like to, but I believe that here, too, the 
men know that each single one of them 
is a personal factor whom I never for- 
get for a moment. He is a human being, 
as I am—a part of our German people. 
That which gives us superiority and 
strength over others is this feeling on 
the part of German army leaders, this 
respect for and ethical estimation of the 
individual—for when all is said and 
done we are fighting for the mainte- 
nance of Germany and the future of the 
German blood. 

“So itis we prepared each move down 
to the smallest detail in order that re- 
sults may be achieved with the least 
possible sacrifice of the costliest of all 
treasures—blood.”

But one 
and all without exception express their 
absolute confidence in the success of 
the allies—since the entry of Rumania 
and the probable entry of Greece 
against the Teutons, the British feel 
even that the end is in sight, and this 
seems to be the opinion universal now.

“The ladies waved handkKerchiefs and 


threw flowers on the stretchers and 
into the ambulances, and even in the 
road before the ambulances, until ev- 
erything seemed literally covered with 
flowers. You could see that the sol- 
diers were greatly affected, many of 
them crying and all of them cheered 
and happy. This reception is the cus- 
tom after eacn great push, as the 
wounded reach London. George went 
through a similar experience when he 
came from Boulogne.”

Decorated with the ‘Cross of War.” 
and having had war experience enough 
to last him a lifetime, W. B. Seabrook, 
of the Lewis-Seabrook company, who 
has for the last six months been driv- 
ing an ambulance with the American 
Red Cross in France, expects to arrive 
in Atlanta about October 15. Mrs. Sea- 
brook, who has been serving as a nurse 
in an American Red Cross hospital, 
will return with him. 

A letter received from Mr. Seabrook, 
“somewhere in France,” states that he 
and Mrs. Seabrook intend to leave 
France about October 1, and will arrive 
in Atlanta some fifteen days later. 

Mr. Seabrook, who is a well-known 
Atlanta newspaper and publicity man, 
left Atlanta April for France, where he 
joined an American Red Cross ambu- 
lance corps as an ambulance driver on 
the front. He has been thus engaged 
ever since, and according to letters his 
Atlanta friends have received from him 
from time to time, he has had several 
thrilling experiences, His entire com- 
pany has ibeen decorated by the French 
government for bravery on the field 
incident to its work of succoring the 
wounded. 

Recently, too, Mr. Seabrook spent a 
short space of time in the trenches 
with the German trenches only fifty 
yards away and fighting furiously in 
progress. Thus far he has escaped 
physical injury. 

Mrs. Seabrook left Atlanta early In 
June and joined her husband in 
France June 29, since which time she 
has been connected with an American 
ambulance hospital as a nurse, at Neu- 
illy. She will return home with her 
husband.

Took Part in Great British 
Drive of September 15 on 
Somme—Many Americans 
in Canadian Contingent. 
Graphic Story of Battle. 


British Front, in France, September 
18.—(Via London, September 19.)—The 


most dramatic and picturesque battle i 
‘ef the British army in its two years | 
in France was fought on September | 


15. Here is the story of how all kind's 
of men from the ends of the earth took 
part: 

In the same dressing station this 
week the correspondent of The Asso- 
clated Press has seen Canadians, New 
Zealanders, English, Scotch, Irish, New 
Foundlanders and Americans. These 
were some of men of many countries 
who took part in the now historic bat- 
tle, and with them there went into 
action those armored motor cars, called 
“tanks,” which are to the credit of a 
quiet officer of engineers. It was the 
“tanks” that completed the wonderful 
business of this battle. 

Today when the correspondent was 
calling on a Canadian brigadier it was 
in a “tank” called “the cordon rouge” 
looking like a pre-historic monster in 
a skin of modern armor and with en- 
gines inside which took him across the 
field of shell craters, weaving its way 
with pythonic adaptability by all irreg- 
ularities up to the door of the briga- 
dier’s dugout. The skipper alighted 
and with phlegmatic draw! announced 
that he reported for further orders. 
The brigadier laughingly bade him not 
to start the brute down the stairs of 
the dugout but move it to one side and 
wait. So the “tank” ambled with the 
bulky leisure of a hippopotamus over 
some more shell craters to a place 
where it would be out of the way. 


Americans Took Part in Battle. 


Then the correspondent went over to 
the ground which the Canadians had 
taken up to the edge of the village of 
Courcelette. Later they stormed the 
Village. He met Canadians who came 
from Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver. But when he asked some 
of them what part of Canada they 
hailed from they replied: ‘The same 
country as you —the United States. 

There were men with the accents of 
Missouri and New England. . 

“We got into a big show, all right, 
said the Americans, “and that is what 
we came here for.” These men who 
had rushed to the attack of the ridges 
of the Somme against machine gun 
fire and shells carried themselves by 
all accounts in a manner worthy’ of 
the traditions of the civil war. It was 
the Canadians’ first offensive on any big 
scale. This rainy day one saw battal- 
ions of them marching out from the 
trenches they had won and other bat- 
talions marching in. Those fresh from 
the fight were piastered with mud. They 
had a hundred stories to tell, while the 
rain dripped from ‘their tarpaulins, of 
how the “byng boys” had made good. 
The Canadians are known as the “byng 
boys” after the. name of their corps 
commander, General Sir Julian Byng. 

General Byng grasped the idea that 
the Canadians have initiative. Just 
there is the essential of the universally 
admitted brilliant stroke which the 
Canadians dealt when it came their 
turn to play their part in the colossal 
Plan of the Somme offensive. In other 
words, General Byng understood that 
given a goal, the men of North Amer- 
ica would go to it with all there was in 
them to take a pinch-hit chance. 

The correspondent went over the 
ground today where they went to it 
and saw where they stuck in trenches 
under shell fire which they had gained 
after their second charge and which 
are not in the original plan. The night 
before the battle the staff officer in 
charge of that branch of the front 
showed the correspondent the Canadian 
objective. 

No Home Run Expected. 


No home run was expected from 
them, but only a sacrfice fly, to use

baseball language, but they made a 
home run and brought in 1 the men 
on the bases. They gained their first 
ore in an uninterrupted dash, ab- 
solutely on time. There was the trench 
which the “By boys” held on the 
morning of the 15th, as the correspond- 
ent say it today. Behind it and ahead 
of it shell craters were so thick that 
you could step from one to another, 
General Byng decided, despite the com- 
plicated time table methods of a mod- 
ern offensive, that he could go further. 
The commanders of the British corps of 
all kinds made the same decision. So 
they worked in conjunction. 

“Confound cost and everything else,” 
said the Canadians.When the word was 
given they started for Courcelette, 
which they were ordered to take. Now 
this village had been “less crumpled” 
than any yet captured. There were 
some battered rafters of roofs still in 
position. That is Courcelette had had 
less hammering by preparatory shell 
fire. Through these streets to their 
new objective, marked on their map, 
went those fighters of the new world, 
including men from as far south as 
New Orleans as well as men from Nova 
Scotia and Vancouver. They were de- 
sro to get there, and they got 
there. 

When no word came back for some 
time the staff began to wonder if the 
Canadians were in trouble. But present- 
ly they got word that the charge had 
swept beyond the village and that the 
Canadians had been so busy digging 
in they had not had time to send news. 

Among those who “made good” was 
a battalion of French Canadians. “We 
had luck with us and we forced it,’ 
one of the Canadians gaid. “It was up 
to us to do so, that’s all.” At one place 
in the village the attacks were held up 
for a time by a strongly fortified post 
which bristled with machine guns. 
“Well,” as one officer said, “we did not 
have to tell the men what to do. They 
stalked that strong point, man to man, 
moving around it and got it.” 

Among the men marching back from 
the front line after relief was a- tall 
eoldier with high cheekbones, ebony 
hair and expressionless features. He 
was an American of the Sioux type. 

“The German is some fighter,” said 
one Canadian to conclude the story, 
“and he has been learning the game for 
a long time, but on this occasion we 
had him going.” 


Only One of Many Chapters. 


But the exploit of the Canadians is 
only one of the many chapters which 
may be told now of what the soldiers 
humorously called “the ‘tank’ offen- 
sive.’ There was a London division, 
comprising representatives of all 
classes of the reat city’s life, who 
were told that they must reach their 
objective in a given time. In front of 
them in High wood was a fastness of 
machine guns which neither the artil- 
lery nor the trench mortars had been 
able to reduce. However, it was the 
business of the Londoners to be on time 
in reaching the given point on the map 
and to hold on until further notice. 

“These orders were all very simple 
and direct,’ said one of the Londoners 
afterward, “but those Germans in their 
fort knew that it was a life and death 
fight and all that was required of them 
was to put their fingers on the triggers 
of their machine guns when we 
charged. We left it to the blooming 
tank. We had to take chances of those 
machine guns shooting. into our back if 
the tank could not do the job. But or- 
ders were orders, as we were taught 
when we left our happy homes to go 
soldiering in France, and we had to 
reach that oint on the map. We 
reached it and the tanks wiped out the 
machine guns.” 

Then there were the New Zealanders. 
They are known from the Australians 
by the colored bands around their cam- 
paign hats. 

“Proud, ’aughty lot to look at?’ said 
a London cockney. ‘You might think 
they were all lords, but when you get 
to know them they’re human and most 
generous with their ‘igh pay.” 

The New Zealanders also had their 
orders of the ‘“‘go there and stay there” 
kind. They went, and later on the sit- 
uation was such they were warned that 
they must try and hold against a heavy 
counter attack. Out of the clouds of 
shell smoke it was as difficult to glean 
information as it would be to learn 
what a man in the next block was do- 
ing in an earthquake. Finally word 
came back: “We have stopped coun- 
ter attack and taken some more ground 
and are going to hold it.” 

This cheered the staff as much as the 
sight of the columns of German prison- 
ers filing by. It particularly cheered 
them, as at some points things were 
not going so well. 

The battalions whose luck failed them 
were driven back by the cunningly ar- 
ranged fire of machine guns in strong 
points which neither the artillery nor 
tanks could conquer. 


British Guards Go In. 


There was a espectacular moment 
when, some time after the battle had 
opened, word ran down the line that 
the “guards were going in.” The 
guards are the crack regiments of the 
British regular army and are steeped 
in the old aristocratic traditions. When 
they come to the offensive they must 
show others the way through, although 
the body of a peer’s son is no less vul- 
nerable to bullets than that of a cock- 
ney, 

When they went “over the lid,” as 
the slang phrase is for mounting the 
parapet of the trench for a charge it 
was the supreme moment for the 
guards. They were to reach a certain 
objective in so many minutes and then 


wait. But they did not wait. They | 


teem their second objective in the same 
rush. 

It was no matter if the colonel of one 
of the regiments stood up on a hillock 
and blew the silver a horn he 
carried in order to halt em. The 
guards were off and they meant to 
stretch a two-base hit into a three- 
bagger, machine fire notwithstanding, 
or how else could they be the guards’ 
When they reached their final objective 
where they were to have it out with 
the Germans in as hard fighting as ever 
this war has known, an Irishman in the 
Irish Guards exclaimed: “Is this as 
far as they told us to go? Sure, I haven't 
got my second wind yet.” 

More than once, facing counter at- 
tacks, the British have gone out to 
meet the German charges in the open 
with the bayonet and the Germans have 
done the same. All past records in fe- 
rocity of fighting seemed to have been 
surpassed during the latest British ad- 
vance. So freely was life given and so 
wonderful was the courage shown on 
both sides that the whole thing seems 
unreal to the spectator. In today’s mist 
and rain the ceaseless pound of guns 
goes on as fresh troops march up to 
the front from the rear to take their 
place in the next battle of this tremen- 


dous offensive.

SINKING OF LUSITANIA 
BEFORE U. S. COURTS 


New York, September 19.—Upon a pe- 
tition of the Cunard Steamship compa- 
ny, limited, in which the torpedoing 
of the steamship Lusitania was de- 
scribed as the “act of a public enemy,” 
and “in violation of the laws of nations 
and laws and usages of war as recog- 
nized by civilized nations,” the federal 
district court here today appointed a 
commissioner to take proofs and report 
his conclusions as to the company’s in- 
terest in the wreck strippings for pur- 
poses of limitation of liability. 

An injunction also was granted by 
the court restraining further prosecu- 
tions of suits for damage amounting to 
$5,883,479, or “legal proceedings of any 
nature or description whatsoever in 
respect of any claim arising out of, or 
in connection with the toss of the Lusi- 
tania,” until final hearing and determi- 
nation of the limitation of the liability 
proceeding. 

The Cunard company represented to 
the court that the wreck strippings, 
consisting of life boats and rafts and 
the freight and passage money of the 
Lusitania, do not exceed $91,296. The 
courf accepted as an ad interim stipu- 
lation a bond for $100,000 to cover the 
company’s appraised interest in the ill- 
fated vessel. The stipulation, it was 
explained, was subject to revision aft- 
er the report of the newly-appointed 
commissioner. Proof of all claims for 
damages, it was announced, must be 
presented to the commissioner on or be- 
fore December 26, next.

FRENCH DEPUTIES HOWL 
~-ATADVOCATE OF PEACE 


And Cheer Premier Briand, 
Who Says France Will Fight 
| Until Victory Is Won. 


| Paris, September 19.—A delicate ques- 

tion was rafsed in the chamber of depu- 
ties today by M. Roux-Costadau, who 
|asked Premier Briand to see to it that 
/ there was not only unity of action on 
‘all fronts by the entente allies, but 
also proportionate effectiveness. 

Protests were made from various 
parts of the chamber against any dis- 
cussion on the subject of the propor- 
tionate number of troops engaged from 
the different entente countries. Mr. 
Roux-Costadau, nevertheless, persisted, 
saying that France could not expect to 
give the blood of all her children, and 
that the allies should make the neces- 
‘sary sacrifices. 

Premier Briand in reply objected to 
the question and declared that it was 
unjust to throw doubt on the efforts 
of the allies in such a sacred cause. 
Iingland, he said, had never said ‘‘no” 
to any demand for aid. Italy had made 
the utmost efforts she possibly could, 
considering the difficulties of the moun- 
tainous theater of war in which she 
was operating. Russia had sent to 
France her soldiers from across the 
world. 

“Tomorrow,” continued the premier, 
“you will see this joint action expand- 
ing still more.” 

eplying to another speaker, M. Bri- 
zon, representing the department in the 
old province of Bourbonnais, who at- 
tempted to calculate the economic value 
of the men who had fallen in the war, 
Premier Briand said: 
“M. Brizon has suggested that it 


is possible for the president of the 
council.to bring the war to an end. 
That is the idea he is trying to propa- 
gate and it is my duty to destroy this 
propaganda. Your country,” Monsieur 
Brizon, has a splendid past, which 
should make you love her. This coun- 
try was seized by the throat, after her 
assailant had passed over the bleeding 
body of Belgium. To this country, 
which has the honor to be the cham- 
pion of right and which has poured out 
its blood in floods, you say: Stop the 
war: negotiate peace.’ ” 

At this point, the members of the 
chamber arose, cheering M. Briand and 
howling down M. Brizon. 

Resuming, the premier said: “You 
little know France, Monsieur Brizon, if 
you think she can sell her blood. What 
peace would you make for this country 
at this moment? If peace were made 
now it would be a peace of war and a 
menace to future generations. 

“The treacherous blow Germany tried 
to strike failed, but would be tried 
afresh. For forty-four years your 
country worked with a wound in her 
side. There already gleams on her 
forehead the aureole of prestige and 
glory. If you wish the ideas of justice 
to triumph, pray ardentiy for victory. 
Otherwise there would be a peace hu- 
miliating and dishonorable and such as 
no Frenchman could desire.” 

The chamber, which was aroused to 
the utmost enthusiasm by the premier'’s 
eloquence, voted that the speech should 
be printed and displayed on all public 
buildings throughout France.

IN MAKING PRINT PAPER

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BANK DIRECTORS APPLY 
UNDER CLAYTON ACT 


Washington, September 19.—Out of a 
total of 679 applying, 556 directors of 


national banks throughout the country 
havé been authorized by the federal 
reserve board to serve as directors of 
other banking institutions under the 
modified Clayton act, which now per- 
mits the board to extend such au- 
thorization where the national bank and 
private or state’ institution affected are 
not in “substantial competition.” 

Seventy-seven applications were re- 
ceived from the Richmond reserve dis- 
tricts, and nine from the Atlanta dis- 
trict of the former 49 were granted 
and 28 denied, and of the latter eight 
were granted and one denied. 

in a statement tonight making this 
announcement and defining “substantial 
competition,” the board said: 

“The board has considered each case 
on its own merits, but has taken the 
general position that the mere pur- 
chase by two banks of commercial pa- 
per in the open market, or the making 
of time or demand loans on collateral 
securities having a wide 
the purchasing of such securities need 
not necessarily or invariably be consid- 
ered as indicating “substantial compe- 
tition” within the meaning of the Kern 
amendment. It is, however, the view 
of the board that “‘substantial compe- 
tition” must be held to exist in cases 
where the resources of the banks are 
of such magnitude, or of such char- 
acter that the ability of the banks 
jointly to grant or to withhold credit, 
or otherwise to influence the conditions 
under which credit may be obtained, 
might constitute them a dominant fac- 
tor in the general loan market, even 
though the character of the deposits 
carried by the Institutions in question 
might be quite different.”

tive Committee.

Albany, Ga., September 19.—The Sec- 
ond Congressional district convention, 
the first to be held in the district in: 
many years, met here at noon today, | 
with a representative attendance from 
each of the twelve counties. 

J. W. Callahan, mayor of Bainbridge, 
and state senator, was named tempo- 
rary chairman of the new executive 
committee and will serve until the 
committee can meet and name its own 
chairman. It is anticipated that the. 
committee will elect Mr. Callahan, who 
succeeds H. M. McIntosh, of Albany.

ministrative efficiency did mot prove 


adequate to meet them. 
Burden Passed to Public. 

oe may pause to ask what is the 
significance of this reference to ‘obsta- 
Cle of law.’ The law provides for ‘rea- 
sonable rates’ and an appropriate per- 
centage for fixing of reasonable rates 
by the interstate commerce commission. 
Were these proceedings and the pro- 
visions of law the ‘obstacles of law’ 
to which reference was* made? Were 
they to be overcome, if necessary, to 
accomplish the desired increase? 

“It must be understood that the bur- 
den of increased’ rates is passed on to 
the public. It necessarily affects a host 
vas -egeiebettae agricultural and indus- 
rial. 

“Increases of wages for selected 
Classes of men on railroads might re- 
sult in restrictions on a great number 
of other working men, not only those 
employed by raiiroads, but upon those 
employed in industries throughout the 
country, if the latter ‘be required to 
operate under increased transportation 
charges. 

“Again, what becomes of present ad- 
justments and business agreements re- 
lating to the men whose services are 
involved in this bill, if wages are fixed 
by law in this manner? 

‘“Manifestly we have here an ex- 
tremely intricate question of rates and 
outlays. What was the manifest duty 
of the executive? Plainly to insist that 
investigation should precede action 
and that nothing should be yielded to 
force. It was stated by the executive 
in his address to congress that ‘the 
matter’ had been agitated for more 
than a year. Why then was it not in- 
vestigated? . ‘ ‘ 

“Time was allowed to run, and then 
came the surrender that shocked the 
people throughout~ the land. Was the 
‘crisis’ unforeseen? Why was it per- 
mitted to arise when the administra- 
tion was forewarned? 

For Principle of Arbitration. 


“Tt stand for the principle of arbitra- 
tion in industrial disputes. Labor, 
least of all, can afford to have that 
principle surrendered. It is a _ civil- 
ized method, as opposed to the injuri- 
ous contests of force, which impover- 
ish labor and imperil the sociAl order. 

“It igs no answer to say that the 
awards of arbitration are not always 
just. The effort should be to improve 
reasonable methods, not to subvert 
them. 

“To say that fair and prompt arbi- 
tration could not have been had in this 
case is to indict both the administration 
and the American people.” 

Mr. Hughes held that there was “no 
justification of the yielding of princi- 
ple,”’ and continued: 

“When force is proposed and arbi- 
tration is refused, there is but one 
stand to take, and that is to appeal to 
the judgment of the country to vindi- 
cate the processes of reason. Had the 
executive, when arbitration was _ de- 
clined, at once directed the entire force 


of public opinion to the demand fvor 
the recognition of the principle of ar- 
bitration, I have no doubt he would! 
have wor. 

“Had the executive gone at once to 
congress .for immediate authority to 
secure prompt and .thorough investiga- | 
tion of the ‘stated grievances in ad- = 
vance of action, and had he thus made 
instant provision for an inquiry so en- 
tirely competent as to command the 
respect of the country, I am satisfied 
there could have been no strike... . 

“We have undoubtedly too much 
legislation without adequate consider- 
ation, but theré are usually the forms 
and presumptions of legislative con- 
sideration on the merits of proposals. 
Here even those were absent. 

“Within a few hours, on demand of 
the administration, congress provided 
a mandatory increase of wages, in- 
volving millions of dollars, withovt 
any idea whether the increase was or 
was not justified. 

“Mr. Adamson said of his bill: ‘It 
is hastv legislation, I admit, to meet 
an emergency. What emergency? The 
emergency of force to which the ad- 
ministration had capitulated. Mr. Un. 
derwood said: ‘We have no inform»- 
tion on which to legislate and to fi 
rates of wages which we are going t¢ 
do and are attempting to do.’ 


What Grover Cleveland Said. 

“Contrast the action of this admin 
istration with what Grover Clevelan 
in 1886 said with respect to labor legis 
lation: ‘All legislation on the _ sub- 
ject should be calmly and deliberate}; 
undertaken, with no purpose of satis- 
fying unrea’sonable demands or gain- 
ing partisan advantage.’ 

“It is idle to excuse the action taken 
by the Adamson bill by a request fo: 
additional legislation with respect t: 
the future. That legislation was not 
obtained. We are dealing with what 
was demanded and actually enacted. 

‘We have an unjustifiable attempt tuo 
use public sentiment with respect to 
another eight-hour work day in order 
to justify a bill which does not pro- 
vide another eight-hour work day, but 
relates solely to an increase in wages. 
We have seen the choice of what 
seemed to be the easier way, which 
escaped the necessity of a determined 
stand for principles. We have seen 
what has appeared to be the con'sider- 
ation of immediate political expedi- 
encyv at the expense of public welfare. 

“The issue thus presented is funda- 
mental. The multiplying activities of 
the government would be intolerable if 
we did not proceed-in accordance with 
judgment based on an examination of 
the facts. These processes of reason 
are the only alternatives to tyranny 
We are an alert and intelligent peontls 
with every opportunity for ascertain- 
ing the facts of any situation. Ou: 
problems in the future are likely to be 
in the main economic problems and 
they will severely test our capacity. 
but we shall find ‘solutions if we are 
oven-minded and thorough in our in- 
vestigations. 

“We can stand mistakes in policies 
if we are sound in method, but we 
cannot vield reason to the rule of 
force. That is the path of sure dis- 
aster.” 

Mr. Hughes’ speech tonight was his 
second in Springfield. The first, at the 
State Fair grounds this afternoon. 
dealt chiefly with his ideas on pro- 
tection of American industries, Ameri- 
can rights and preparedness. 

Mr. Hughes left Springfield at 11 
p. m. for Milwaukee. He will deliver

SHERIF IS KILED 
BY NEGRO LABORER 


W. S. Taylor, of Randolph 
County, Receives a Bullet 
Through Breast When At- 
tempting Arrest — Posses, 
With Dogs, Trail Assailant 


Cuthbert, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-W. 8S. Taylor, ‘sheriff of Ran- 
dolph county, was shot and fatally 
wounded today by Pete Hudson, 4 
plantation hand, on the plantation of 
C. S. Harris, in the northern part of 
the county. 

The negro, formerly a resident of 
Clay county, had been indicted there 


for discharging firearms on the public 
highway. A warrant was issued for 
his arrest and sent to Sheriff Taylor 
for execution. With two companions, 
the sheriff went to the cabin in which 
the negro made his home and com- 
manded that the man throw up his 
hands. Hudson did so, walking toward 
the door. When he reached the 
threshold he dodged behind the door, 
drew a revolver and fired. The bullet 
passed through t breast of the sher- 
iff and Taylor died a few moments 
later. 
Companions Open Fire. 

The companions of the officer opened 
fire on the negro, but Hudson managed 
to escape. Immediately bloodhounds 
were placed on the trail, a posse Was, 
formed, and the search for the negro 
begun. 

The posse, at a late hour Tuesday 
night, was scouring Patula creek 
swamp, where, it is believed, the fugi- 
tive is hiding. 

A number citizens Cuthbert, 
Shellman and other portions of the 
county, supplemented by parties from 
Clay, Quitman, Early and Stewart 
counties and several trom Alabama, are 
scattered over the fields and swamps 
for miles in the vicinity of the trag- 
edy, which is about ten miles from

MRS. DEANE GOES FREE. 


Grandparents Will Not Prose- 
cute Mother ‘for Kidnaping. 


Mrs. Sadie Deane, ‘bound over to the 
grand jury charged with kidnaping, 
following a sensational commitment 
trial before Judge T. O. Hathcock, will 
not be prosecuted by the child’s father, 
Reuben Dean, and the grandparents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Deane, to whom 
Judge Bell last week restored the cus- 
tody of the child, it was announced 
yesterday. No eye-witnesses to the 
kidnaping are to testify, before the 
grand jury, though a large number had 
been subpoenaed by the solicitor’s of- 
fice, according to Mrs. J. W. Deane, the 
paternal grandmother of little Mil- 
dred. 

In addition to the Deanes, the eye- 
witnesses who in previous phases of 
the case testified that Mrs. Alma Wat- 
son detained the child’s grandmother 
at the front door while the mother 
broke in the back way carrying Mil- 
dred off in her arms, included a Mrs. 
Owens, Mrs. Yancey, Mrs. Coapes and 
Mrs. Ball. None of these, though sub- 
poenaed Monday, testified at the grand 
jury hearing, though some of them 
were ready to testify, they said. 

“We do not wish any prosecution of 
this little woman, and are satisfied 
with little Mildred being restored tu 
her paternal grandparents,” said Leon- 
ard J. Grossman, attorney for the suc- 
cessful claimants for the custody of 
Mildred. J. W. Deane, the grandfather, 
outlined the facts to the grand jury, 
and no other witnesses testified. 

“We have not considered the prosecu- 
tion of the mother any more, as her 
ignorance of the law in @ measure ex- 
cuses her indiscretion.

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LIQUOR AND THE MAILS. 

Down in Ben Hill county Willis Walker 
is dead and his brother Jim Walker is in 
jail, charged with having killed him, after 
the two had set around a couple of bottles of 
liquor which they had just secured from the 
express office. “ : 

It is just another of those cases of which 
almost daily record is made in the news dis- 
patches, proceeding from the same cause: 
Two quarts of liquor for which the order 
was solicited by mail, which was ordered by 
mail, and shipped by express—all by author- 
ity of the federal government, and in spite 
of the state law. 

Newspaper advertising no longer con- 
cerns or aids the traffic. It is shut out in 
Georgia by law. It was all right to forbid it; 
the absence of it is a good thing. And yet 
how utterly foolish it seems in view of the 
far more insidious advertising methods 
which are left open to the liquor dealer! 

A two-cent stamp and a personal letter 
carry a direct appeal to the prospective pur- 
chaser and this direct, personal appeal has 
been used in Georgia since May 1, as never 
before in the history of*the state. 

When the federal government decided it 
was time to close up the Louisiana lottery, 
it quickly found the way to do it by shut- 
ting it out from the mails. It can and does 
prohibit child labor merely by closing the 
avenues of interstate traffic to all establish- 
ments which employ children within the 
proscribed age limit. 

But as if to assist the liquor dealer in 
violating state laws, it leaves both avenues 
—the mails and interstate commerce car- 
riers—wide open to him, and Willis Walker 
dies at the hands of his brother, while the 
brother goes to jail. 

We are not, in any sense, appealing to 
morbid sentimentality; we are merely seek- 
ing to illustrate a principle. Georgia has 
adopted a good prohibition law, and the 
people want to see it enforced. Conditions 
under it are better, considerably, than they 
have been heretofore; they would be almost 
ideal, were it not for federal connivance at 
violation. 

The evidence of this fact is all sufficient. 
It is apparent in the manner in which liquor 
shipments have grown. Atlanta started out 
with some 6,000 shipments a month; these 
have grown to more than 30,000 a month in 
three months. The Southern Express com- 
pany started out merely with a separate of- 
“fice for handling liquor shipments; within 
less than three months it has been com- 
pelled to provide larger warehouse facilities 
to take care of them. 

This has come about through the mail 
order system. Whites and negroes, men, 
women and children, are the subjects of 
- @irect personal appeal. 

The United States government wilfully 
leaves open to the liquor dealer, for use in 
violation of state laws, the avenues which 
it has denied to the lottery and the employ- 
- -@r of child labor. 

ft is directly responsible for the viola- 
tion of. or perhaps it would be more correct 
to say the nullification of, the state pro- 
hibition law. 

In the matter of prohibition enforcement 
Georgia, and several other states, would be 
doing admirably were it not for persistent 
federa! nullification. 

How long will the federal government 
_ permit itself to be placed in this position?

A FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEM. 

The fact that the three great producing 
oil and gasoline companies are playing a 
sort of battledore and shuttlecock game 
with An Atlanta retail company whose sale 
price they cannot control—selling them 
gasoline now and then, and refusing to let 
them have it when it suits their purposes, 
in order to punish them for lowering the 
retail price—has passed beyond the stage 


importance of a nation-wide, fundamental 
problem. 

Plainly stated, it is this: Have these 
wholesale producing companies the right 
under the law to penalize a retailer because 
he fixes the retail price to suit himself, or 
is there sufficient law to prohibit combina- 
ktions In restraint of trade, which this action 
undoubtedly is? 

The case has been put squarely before 
the federal trade commission. Has this 
commission the power and authority to deal 
with it or not? That is what the public, 
the consumers of gasoline and. other prod- 
ucts want to know and are entitled to know. 

If the great producing companies have 
the right not only to fix their wholesale 
price, but to say also at what price a 
product shall be sold to the consumer, then 
all our laws which have been written against 
combinations in restraint of trade are as 
worthless as the paper they are written on. 
With this right still conceded to them, all 
the progress we think we have made toward 
corporate control and restraint comes to 
naught. 

On the other hand, if there is still force 
to this law and it is not exercised, it all 
comes to the same thing. The federal trade 
commission might as well never have been 
created, as to have been set up with no more 
power than that of investigating. Anybody 
can investigate; what the people want is 
somebody to remedy the evil when it has 
been found and proven. 

The attempt to penalize a retail com- 
pany because it sees fit to retail gasoline 
somewhat under the established retail price 
is nothing more nor less than a combination 
in restraint of trade which is specifically 
forbidden by the laws of the United States. 

Yet no one prosecutes; no one attempts 
to stop it. The principle igs the same re- 
gardless of the product; whether it be ap- 
plied to drugs, gasoline, sugar or anything 
else. ) 

The law is supposed to have been en- 
acted to benefit the consumer. If the con- 
sumer is to receive no benefit from it, why 
not repeal it? 

Under the declaration in the federal law, 
these companies which attempt to fix the 
retail price and to penalize retailers who 
do not conform to it are criminals; yet no- 
body raises a hand to bring them to book. 

We may well ask the why and the where- 
fore of the existence of the federal trade 
commission. 

If we cannot have enforcement in a fla- 
grant case of this sort which concerns the 
entire country, we may as well abolish the 
commission and repeal the law.

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Call of New Democracy - 
Caused Henry Morgenthau 
To Quit Big Business 


Quaint and Picturesque 
Free Port of Orsova Now 
Occupied by Rumanians i

New York, September 19.—(Special.)— 
Many people, perhaps, have wondered why it 
was that Henry Morgenthau left the ranks 
of Big Business to become ambassador to 
Turkey, and doubtless they wondered again 
when he resigned the post, in an hour of 
glory, to enter upon the drudging duties of 
chairman of the finance committee of the 
Woodrow Wilson campaign. J put the ques- 
tion to him squarely. 

“I felt the call of religion,” he began, 
“the religion of the new democracy of Amer- 
ica, which, if it means anything, means the 
whole not the part. It means justice, not 
charity, it means equality of opportunity in- 
stead of special privilege. All my life I have 
believed these things but I had never fought 
for them. What I did was to decide to fight. 

“At the time of my decision I was not en- 
tirely clear as to how and where I should 
make response to my desire for service to 
real democracy. Woodrow Wilson, appearing 
at the threshhold of his public career, came 
as an answer to my uncertainty. I had been 
observing his course for years. 

“I admired him as governor of New Jer- 
sey. His gladiatorial contest with political 
bosses, and the way in which he forced reme- 
dial legislation in which he believed, demon- 
strated that he was not only a scholar with 
vision and ideals but also an executive with 
tremendous force. When he became @ can- 
didate for president I assisted him in every 
way I knew.” 

Chance for Real Work. . 

“How did you come to take the Turkish 
post?” 

“It looked to me like a chance for 
work,” he answered simply. 

I tried to get him to talk about his ex- 
periences in Turkey, for the record of Henry 
Morgenthau’s service to humanity in behalf 
of wretched Armenia is a great story. He 
held back from the purely personal and 
talked of other things. ‘Well,” I said, final- 
ly, “why did you resign the post?” 

“l found a bigger one. I felt that not 
only this country but the nations of the 
world had a vital interest in Woodrow Wil- 
son’s re-election,; for failure to indorse and 
vindicate him would be a blow to democracy. 
To avert such a catastrophe I would have 
been willing to do the utmost. Raising a 
campaign fund to beat Wilson is an easy 
task,” he continued. “Millions are to be had 
for the asking. Raising money to help re- 
elect Wilson is not so simple. The money 
must come from the people, not in large 
amounts but in small sums. It is the people 
alone that he has served. It is from the peo- 
ple alone that he can ask campaign aid. 

‘It is a fight as tremendous in the sig- 
nificance of its issues as the American revo- 
lution or war against human slavery. Let 
Wilson be defeated,” he declared, “we will 
not only lose every inch of ground that we 
have gained, but the democratic movement 
will receive a most serious reverse, from 
which it will take years to recover. I con- 
sider our success vital, if we are to continue 
on the high road to a greater democracy, 
animated by the principle of human justice 
and inspired by the spirit of progress. 

Wilson’s Accomplishments. 

“Consider the work of Wilson—his accom- 
plishments. Those who charge him with 
vacillation and cowardice speak words of the 
veriest folly—stupid, indeed. No American 
president has ever faced such _ problems, 
fraught with the importance of life and 
death, and no president in our history has 
ever met his difficulties with greater reso- 
lution and decision. 

“Let us enumerate a few things that stand 
out boldly in the marvelous record of his 
work. The federal reserve act, rural credits, 
an honest and just tariff act, the child labor 
law, the workman’s compensation act, the 
Clayton anti-trust law, that bars monopoly 
and lifts labor out of slavery, the seaman’s

act, the repeal of the Panama tolls exemption, 


the various measures for the opening and 
development of Alaska, the federal trade 
commission—the supreme court of commerce 
the shipping bill, through which the Ameri- 
can merchant marine is to recover its old-

Business Mer. With Wilson. 


“You ask me if business men are again 
Wilson, and I deny it,” said Mr. slorgeathaa 
with emphasis.

The baner, the merchant, 
the manufacturer, the tradesmen generally, 
who pursue their vocations in legitimate 
lines and do not seek to win their profits by 
Oppressive methods are not against Wilson. 

“tiow about Wilson’s foreign policies?’ 

“What sane American would have them 
changed? They have kept us at peace waile 
the world is at war; they have strengttiened 
us im honor and justic?, while other nations 
wranBle as to whicn #ehall bear the burden 
of a great shame. 

“I saw war. I saw its horrors and its 
desolation, and I rejoice as an American that 
we have had a prsident who has been strong 
enough, steadfast enough to save the United 
States from a reckless, wanton plunge into 
the whirlpool of death. There rs times 
when we should fight, but what redress have 
we had to secure that Wilson has not ob- 
tained by peaceful means? He has won each 
contention with the belligerents of imureps, 
and in winning has apheld international law 
and bulwarked civilization. 


Dollar Diplomacy Crushed. 


“Dollar diplomacy has been crushed by Wil- 
son, just as invisible government has been 
destroyed. High finance sometimes has im- 
perial dreams. It wants to exploit the natu- 
ral resources held by weak peoples of unde- 
veloped countries and sometimes seeks to 
use the state department for making bar- 
gains and the army and navy as their col- 
lectors. This cannot be done with Woodrow 
Wilson, and that is why certain people are 
endeavoring to prevent his re-election. 

“The very speeches of the opposition ought 
to be enough. No one has dared to attack a 
single Wilson law, or any of the Wilson 
domestic policies. They hate the latter: they 
want to repeal most of the laws, but they 
have not the courage to come out in the 


n. 
“The same is true as to his foreign poli- 
cies. What has his opponent had to say 
about them?

Washington, September 19.—(Special.)— 
The National Geographic society’s war ge0~- 
graphy bulletin issued today gives the fol- 
lowing information concerning Orsova, the 
Hungarian frontier city on -the Danube re- 
cently occupied by Rumanian forces: 

“Only a few miles above the Iron Gates, 
the last defile of the Danube, and about an 
equal distance below the scenically magnifi- 
cent Kazan Defile, is the quaint and pictur- 
esque free port of Orsova. It is 94 miles east 
of Belgrade and a 10-hours’ voyage from that 
city on the Danube steamers, which in peace 
times leave the Serbian capital daily at five 
in the morning. 

“Orsova is a double town. Old Orsova, 
with a population of about 5,000, clings to 
the west bank of the Cerna river which here 
mingles its waters with the Danube. New 
Orsova, on the west bank, is mainly a Turk- 
ish colony, with a population of 3,000. In 
former times the town was a Turkish fort, 
but since 1876 it has been in the possession of 
Austria-Hungary. 

“On the outskirts of Orsova, about two 
miles from the steamboat pier, there is an 
attractive little park in the midst of which is 
one of the holiest shrines of the Hungarian 
people. It is the Kronen Kapelle (Crown 
Chapel) erected by Emperor Francis Joseph 
over the spot where Louis Kossuth and his 
fellow patriots buried the Hungarian crown 
of St. Stephen and other regalia of the king- 
dom in 1849. 


A Pathetic Story. 


“The story of the hiding of the crown is 
one of the most pathetic chapters in the life 
of the man who is generally admitted to have 
been Hungary’s greatest orator and most in- 
corruptible patriot. The revolution against 
Austria (1848-49) having failed, Kossuth and 
his devoted followers were seeking safety 
in flight, taking with them the national in- 
signia. As they neared the Turkish frontier 
their patriotism would not permit them to 
bear the emblems of national existence be- 
yond the borders of their country, so in se- 
cret the regalia was buried, each participant 
in the act vowing not to reveal the hiding 
place except with the consent of his asso- 
ciates. 

‘Some years later, however, after Kos- 
suth had gone to England and thence to the 
United States, and the cause of Hungarian 
independence seemed hopelessly lost, the 
place of hiding of the regalia was revealed 
to Emperor Francis Joseph, who had the 
precious articles unearthed and the spot con- 
secrated by the chapel in which is a statue 
of the Virgin and Child, one of the master- 
pieces of the Austrian sculptor, Meissner. 
The chapel is approached by a splendid ave- 
nue of tall poplars. 

“Another interesting spot in the environs 
of Orsova is Mehadia, a celebrated ‘cure,’ also 
called Herkulesbad, the medicinal value of 
whose hot springs has been appreciated since 
Roman times. 

Popular With Travelers. 

“Orsova is esteemed by travelers as one 
of the most delightfully restful villages of 
eastern ‘Europe. A famous woman globe- 
trotter has paid this appreciative tribute to 
its charms: 

“*There is a certain little town, named 
Varenna, lying on the brink of the Lake of 
Como and looking down coquettishly on its 
own fair image reflected in that pure mirror 
which used to be my beau ideal of a quiet 
retreat, for one wearied of the world and its 
follies; but as soon as I had seen this little, 
romantic, smiling Orsova, I abandoned my 
former favorite, feeling that nowhere else 
had I seen a spot at once so bright and peace- 
ful.’ 

“The little island of Ada Kaleh, with its 
Turkish bazar, its attractive little cafes and 
its low blue-and-green houses, is to be seen 
a short distance down the river from Orsova. 
When this one-time fortified stronghold of 
the Turks passed under the dominion of Aus- 
tria-Hungary in 1878 the inhabitants are said 
to have made preparations to return to Tur- 
key, but they were induced to remain upon 
the promise of the authorities that the sul- 
tan would send them each year a shipload of 
coffee, tobacco and other supplies dear to 
their hearts and appetites.” 


Live Stock Exhibit 
To Break All Records 


Officials of the Southeastern Fair asso- 
ciation were enthusiastic last night over 
the report from Kansas City that the Amer- 
ican Royal Live Stock show there the week 
of October 2 had broken all records in the 
number of entries. The entire exhibit will 
be brought to Atlanta the week of Octo- 


’ ber 16, making a big feature of the cattle 


show in connection with the fair. 

The show is reported to have the largest 
exhibit in the world of \:pure-bred beef cat- 
tle of the four leading ‘breeds this year. Last 
year the entries were far in excess of any 
former show. This year there are 174 more 
entries than for 1915. 

The Hereford classes have the largest 
number of entries. There are 413 pedigreed 
animals in the breeding classes, about fifty 
more than were entered last year. 
Shorthorns are close behind with 389 breed- 
ing entries; the Angus with 174, and the 
Galloways with 33. These breeding classes 
represent the beef cattle that set the stand- 
ards for the industry. 

In addition to the number mentioned in 
the breeding classes there are approximate- 
ly 75 animals, many of them as purely bred 
as the breeding show stock, which will be 
exhibited as “fat stock.” These are steers 
and heifers that show to the farmer and 
public how fat a highly bred beef animal 
can ‘be made—and how much more profita- 
ble so much fat is than in the increase in 
weight of the old-fashioned range steer. 

This great western cattle show will form 
only a part of the Southeastern fair. R. M. 
Striplin, secretary, and J. Hall Miller, chair- 
man of the cattle department, are receiving 
hundreds of entries from the cattle breeders 
of the south and east.

Patterson Heads H ighway Board; 


Enlarged Powers Are Necessary 
To Secure Federal Appropriation 


The machinery through which the state 
of Georgia will be in position to receive 
from the federal government some $2,000,000 
for the purpose of constructing highways in 
this state was perfected yesterday, when the 
state highways department, created by the 
last session of the general assembly, was 
organized in the office of the state prison 
commission, which body forms the nucleus 
of the new department. 

Judge T. E. Patterson, of the prison com- 
mission, was elected chairman of the high- 
way department. Captain Goodloe Yancey, 
secretary of the prison commission, was 
chosen secretary. 

The remainder of the personnel of the 
department, by the act of the general as- 
sembly, consists of R. E. Davison and E. L. 
Rainey, of the prison commission; State Geol- 
ogist S. W. McCallie, Professor C. M. Stra- 
han, head of the engineering department of 
the University of Georgia, and Professor R. 
D. Kneale, head of the engineering depart- 
ment of Georgia Tech. 

E. W. James, chief of maintenance in the 
United States office of public roads, was 
present at the organization meeting, and ex- 
plained and discussed with the department 
members the requirements made upon Geor- 
gia in order to comply with the federal act 
and to receive federal aid. under this act. 

Two Millions for Georgia. 

There is available for the state of Geor- 
gia under the federal act approximately $2,- 
000,000 to be paid in increasing installments 
annually throughout five years, the first in- 
stallment amounting to $134,000 and the last 
installment amounting to $600,000. 

In order to obtain this money from the 
federal government it will be necessary for 
the state of Georgia to put up its equivalent 
in money, labor, material or in any other 
way in which it desires to bear one-half 
the cost of road construction with the fed- 
eral government. 

The state of Georgia has three years in 


which to make’ itself ready to receive the 
first installment from the federal govern- 
ment, and it is likely that the legislature 
will have to enlarge the powers of the Geor- 
gia highways department somewhat before 
it can share fully in the federal fund. The 
earnestness with which the details of organ- 
ization and the discussion of the scope of the 
new department were taken up at the or- 
ganization meeting, indicates that this de- 
partment is determined to do the most con- 
structive work possible for the state and, 
if it does not succeed, it will be through 
failure gf the legislature to make such pro- 
visions as will amply finance the commis- 
sion, give it additional power in the control 
of the convicts to the end of co-operating 
with the federal government, and other pre- 
rogatives. It was shown at the onganization 
meeting that such powers for the depart- 
ment are absolutely essential, since the fed- 
eral government will deal directly with the 
department and not with the counties of the 
state, through which the construction of 
roads is now conducted. 


Months of Preparation Needed. 


It will be months before the highway de- 
partment shall have worked out the details 
of its co-operation with the counties and 
have arrived at a point of state-wide organ- 
ization which will place it upon a basis 
where it can propose to the federal govern- 
ment to pse any part of the available sum. 

It waS made clear at the meeting Tues- 
day that it will probably be found best in 
building the larger trunk lines of highway 
across the state to take such highways and 
place them under the direct supervision of 
the state department of highways rather 
than leave them to the counties, so that the 
best possible co-operation with the federal 
authorities may be obtained. This is in view 
of the fact that such highways must be 
built under the direct supervision of the de- 
partment and that the department is made 
responsible for the maintenance of these 
highways after they are built. 

The federal department will have engi- 
neers to assist the state and supervise in 
the construction of such highways. 


West Peachtree Property Owner 
Tells of Indignation Over Paving 


In a letter received from J. W. Robinson, 
780 West Peachtree street, vice president of 
the Morris Fertilizer company, The Constitu- 
tion is highly commended for its news story 
appearing in last Sunday’s issue depicting 
the deplorable condition of the West Peach- 
tree resurfacing job, and for its subsequent 
editorial about the same. 

The news in the whole matter had to 
do with the fact that an admittedly inferior 
piece of work was done, over the protests of 
the united citizens immediately concerned, by 
the city and. county, and that, despite the 
inferiority of the work, the abutting property 
owners were served with notice that unless 
their respective assessments for it should be 
paid by September 20 legal steps would be 
taken by the city, looking to collection. Rath- 
er than launch upon a long-drawn-out court 
fight, the people elected to—as some of them 
expressed it—‘“stand and deliver.” 

Mr. Robinson's letter to The Constitution 
follows: 

Editor Constitution: I see that you have 
an editorial on the condition of the repav- 
ing of West Peachtree street, from the junc- 
tion of Sixth street to the northern’ end 
which intersects Peachtree. Your remarks 
are very timely and I trust they will be of 
great benefit to the community. ‘ 

In the above connection I herewith hand 
you a carbon copy of a letter written to 
Messrs. Reynolds and Inman, councilmen of 
the eighth ward. Every little helps, and if 
you so desire you may publish this letter in 
your paper, as some other unfortunates may 


be saved thereby from the horrible fate that 


has befallen the West Peachtree people. 

There is no portion of the entire work of 
the city of Atlanta needing a greater change 
than the street work; one realizes this to 
an alarming extent after going away to otner 
cities and upon returning seeing the condi- 
dition and class of streets that are put down 
in Atlanta.

Gentlemen—I am a resident West

Peachtree street, at No. 780, between Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth streets. I have before 
me a very imperative notice from the streét 
department, that if I do not pay for woik 
done on this street before the 20th inst., that 
they wil! turn over the matter to the city 
marshal for collection. In this connection I 
would like to remark, with all the force pos- 
sible, that I deem this procedure the most 
unjust and unfair action that could be done 
by the city council as against the taxpayers 
along this thoroughfare. The work done was 
a botch from the beginning to the end, and 
several of us attempted to fix the responsi- 
bility, but that seemed impossible, as we 
were referred from city to county and back 
from county to city. 

Right immediately in front of my resi- 
dence there is a depression with no drain- 
age facilities at all, and during rainy weather 
it forms a perfect cesspool and only disap- 
pears from atmospheric contact. As a mat- 
ter of fact, such a condition is a menace and 
very apt to cause mosquitoes and sickness 
in this vicinity. It is somewhat beyond my 
comprehension that any body of gentlemen 
would insist that the taxpayer’s money be 
taken from him for such overwhelming and 
notoriously bad work. There is very little 
doubt that this view is wrong, when almost 
every resident along this street is of the 
same opinion. On the other hand, where one 
or two people out of a large quantity dis- 
sent, in that case it may be shown that the 
dissenting ones may have other motives hbe- 
hind their views than that of which is stated. 

I am sending my check this morning over 
to the street department to pay this amount 
rather than go into a long litigation, but I 
wish to put myself on record that it is done 
under violent protest and this action and 
opinion is backed up by the verdict as ren- 
dered of some of the best-thinking citizens 
of Atlanta and covers practicallyy 4,000 feet 
along this street. 

I am paying it. and others are paying it, 
to avoid trouble and worry, but we are quite 
sure that even though it is paid, you gentle- 
men will interest yourselves as representa- 
tives of our ward to see that we get some 
semblance of value for our money and that 
this street be taken hold of at once and give 
us some return for what we are forced to pay. 

As a rule, these communications are 
promptly consigned to the scrap basket; how- 
ever, I truly trust. that this will not be the 
fate of this communication and that we will 
have the council’s and your valued considera- 
tion in our behalf,

Oglethorpe University

Oglethorpe university, which opens

$5,400. The Southern states that the 
station desired by Douglasville cannot 
be constructed for this amount, and 
proposes to enlarge and otherwise im- 
prove the present station.

Moultrie, September 19.—(Special.)— 
Thirteen thousand five hundred dollars

Alexa Stirling, of Atlanta, Ga., home

New York, September 19.—The cot- 
ton market showed increasing strength 
and activity today with January con- 
tracts selling up to 16.28, or 33 points 
above last night’s closing figures and 
approximately §6 a bale above the 
low level of a week ago yesterday. 
Closing prices were very steady at a 
net advance of 27 to 31 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 to points on overnight 
buying orders and in response to 
higher Liverpool cables. There was a 


good deal of realizing and prices eased 
back to about yesterday’s final figures 
right after the call, but there was 
only a moderate volume of selling from 
southern sources, and offerings were 
readily absorbed by active Liverpool 
and New Orleans puying. The pres- 
ence of this support and the absence 
of more aggressive hedge selling en- 
couraged a renewal of general buying 
and the demand seemet to broaden as 
prices worked above the léc level with- 
out bringing out increased southern 
offerings. After showing a net ad- 
vance of about 25 to 30 points, realiz- 
ing increased and there were reactions 
of 7 to 8 points during the early after- 
noon, but the volume of business 
showed a tendency to diminish on the 
setbacks, suggesting confidence among 
recent buyers, and the highest prices 
of the day were made in the late trad- 
ing, when October sold at 16.00, De- 
cember at 16.19 and March at 16.44, or 
30 to 34 points net higher. The ciose 
Was within a point or two of the best 
on most positions. Private cables said 
the Liverpool market was discounting 
a@ bullish October bureau, Liverpool 
buying here was ‘supposed to be for 
the purpose of undoing straddles, and 
the afternoon buying movement was 
also encouraged by a report of lower 
freight rates from New Orleans to both 
Liverpool and Havre. Weather condi- 
tions were considered generally favor- 
able for picking and maturing cotton 
and led to predictions of heavy gin- 
ning returns, but evidently failed to 
disturb confidence in the bullish view 
of the final crop. Trade interests were 
good buyers during the day, while 
there was an active demand from Wall 
street and western sources.

New Orleans Up $1.50 Per Bale. 

New Orleans, Septemsber 19.—The in- 
creased demand for spots in the in- 
terior of the belt and improved reports 
from the big dry goods markets, esps- 
cially Manchester, created a buying 
wave in cotton today on which prices 
rose $1.60 a baie, January crossing the 
16-cent mark. The greatest strength 
was shown late in the session, follow- 
ing the posting of southern spot mar- 
ket reports which showed wide ad- 
vances and the best general demand 
thus far this season. The close was 
within a point of the top, at a net 
rise of 30 to 31 points and the tone on 
the close was officially called firm. 

Around the opening call the market 
was put five to seven points up by 
moderate buying inspired by the good 
Liverpool advices and cable messages 
from Manchester telling of improve- 
ment in conditions in the market for 
both cloths and yarns. This slight rise, 
however, called forth heavy offerings, 
part of which came from recent buyers 
who wanted their profits. Shorts were 
rather liberal sellers on the heavy 
movement of the new crop. 

Before the session was very old the 
spot accounts from the interior com- 
menced to tell and by noon the market 
had firmed up for an advance of 28 to 
29 points. For a while hesitation was 
shown and prices fell off a few points 
under profit taking, but toward the 
close the strongest demand of the ses- 
sion was met and the market rose to 
a level of 33 to 43 points over the low- 
est of the day and 31 to 32 points over 
yesterday's close.

AS FEDERAL OFFERS 


Takes Its Place as Bureau 
of Navy Department. 


Washington, September 19.—The 
navy civilian consulting board, com- 
posed of twenty-four of the nation’s 
most eminent scientists and engineers, 
took its place today as a legalized bu- 
reav of the navy department, and the 
names of its members, headed by 
Thomas A. Edison as chairman, were 
piaced on the rolls under a recent act! 
of congress as “officers of the United 


States government.” 

The tLoard’s inauguration was at- 
tended by impressive ceremonies held 
in the office of Secretary Daniels. The 
highest ranking officers of the depart- 
ment were present and welcomed their 
new comrades to the naval service. 
Secretary Daniels, speaking as admin- 
istrative head of the navy, declared 
that the occasion’ signified a great 
strengthening for the nation’s first line 
of defense and gave renewed promise 
for the restoration of American pres- | 
tige on the seas, 

mmediately upon taking the oath of 
office the board members effected a 
permanent official organization. Mr. 
Edison was elected chairman; William 
L. Saunders, of the American Institute 
of Mining Enigneers, and Dr. Peter C. 
Hewitt, of the Inventors’ Guild, both of 
New York city, were selected as vice 
chairmen, and Thomas Robbins, of the 
Inventors’ Guild, was appointed secre- 
tary. 

Sratiestnary plans for the $1,500,000 
naval laboratory to be built under the 
board’s direction were discussed and a 
committee of six was appointed to in- 
vestigate and report on a suitable site. 
No time was fixed, but it was said the 
work would be expedited with a view 
of beginning actual construction as 
soon as possible. The committee was 
composed of Mr. Edison, Mr. Robbins, 
W. R. Whitney, L. H. Baekeland, Frank 
J. Sprague and Lawrence Addicks. 

Howard E. Coffin, of Detroit, an- 

nounced that the committee, which has 
been surveying industrial resources 
with a view of mobilizing them in time 
of war, practically had completed its 
work and would report soon. The sur- 
vey was nation-wide in its scope, Mr. 
Coffin said, and had been made in co- 
operation with the leading. business 
men of the country. 
Secretary Daniels and most of the 
board members left tonight on the 
naval yacht Dolphin to witness target 
practice maneuvers of the Atlantic fleet 
on the southern drill grounds. They 
will arrive off the Virginia capes to- 
morrow morning and will be taken 
aboard one of the great dreadnaughts 
during the practice.
